S . O . 815 ( E ) . - Whereas the Central Government, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section 
( 1 ) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities ( Preven 
tion ) Act, 1967 ( 37 of 1967) , declared the Tripuraſ 
Tribal National Voluntcers to be unlawful associa 
tion vide notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Home Affairs No. S .O . 54 ( E ) , 
dated the 4th February , 1987; 


" Whener , on the facts and circumstances of 

the case , there was sufficient cause for 
declaring the Association ( TNV ) unlawful 
by the Central Government under Notifi 
calion S. O . 54 ( E ) dated 4 Fr bruary 1987 
issued by the Ministry of Home Affairs ?” 


And whereas the Central Government in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub -section ( 1 ) of sec 
tion 5 of the said Act , constituted vide notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs No. So , 114 ( E ) , da ed the 23rd February , 
1987, the Unlawful Activities (Prevention ) Tribunal, 
consisting of Shri Justice R . K . Manisana Singh , 
Judge of the Gauhati High Court; 


And whereas the Central Government in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 
4 of the said Act, referred the said notification to 
the said Tribunal on the 2nd March , 1987 for the 
purpose of adjudicating whether or not there was 
sufficient causc for declaring the said association is 
unlawful; 


A reading of section 9 of the Act ard ruie 3 of the 
Rules shows that the Code of Civil Procedure and 
the Indian Evidence Act do not apply strictly in an 
enquiry under section 4 ( 3 ) of the Art, and that I 
ani 1:ot required to write an order as that of a Civil 
Court. However , I have to give reasons wheiher or 
not there was sufficient cause for declaring the 
Association unlawful. 

4 wit 
nesses , namely , P . Srivastava , P . B Roy , Smt. 
Minakslij Daita Ghosh and A . N . Sharma. Witness 
No. 1 is the Joint Secretary , Home, Government of 
Tripura , Witsess No .

3 is the Director (NE) , 
Ministry of Home Affairs , Government of India . 
Witness No. 4 is the Desk Officer, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India . 


And whereas the said Tribunal, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub -section ( 3 ) of section 4 
of the said Act, made an Order on the 23rd July, 
1987, confirming the declaration made in the notifi 
cation No, S . O . 54 ( E ) dated the 4th February , 1987 ; 

Now , therefore , in pursuance of sub - sec - ion (4 ) of 
section 4 of the said Act , the Central Government 
hereby publishes the said Order , namely : 


ORDER 


This is a reference made by the Central Govern 
ment to this Tribunal under section 4 ( 1 ) of the 
Unlawful Activities ( Prevention ) Act, 1967 (which 
I shall refer to as the " Act" ) . The Central Govern 
ment, by its notification dated 4 February 1987 in 
exercise of the power vested in it by sub -section ( 1 ) 
of section 3 of the Act declared the Tripura Tribal 
National Volunteers (which I shall refer to as the 
" Association " to be unlawful, Under the proviso to 
sub -section (3 ) of section 3 of the Act, the Central 
Government directed that the notificatiuni would 
have effect from 4 February 1987 , the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette , Tiereafter, the 
Central Government, by another notification dated 
23 February 1987 , constituted this Tribunal under 
section 5 of the Act for the purpose of adjudicating 


Wi ness No. 2 P . B . Roy has proved documents, 
nanicly , Exhibits — 1 to 14 . Exhibit - - 1 shows that 
the Association has formed a free Tripura Govern 
ment in exile with its capital at Simlung in Bangla 
desh . A reading of Exhibits — 2 to 7 and 71 to 713 
together reveals that the Association has been re 
belling against the Government in order to achieve 
its objective. Exhibit - - 8 is an ordinance issued by 
the President of the Association threa ening the dti 
zens of India in Tripura , inter alia , not to hoist 
Naljonal Flag on the 1511 August with dire conse 
quence, Exhibits _ 9 and 10 are the Circulars issued 
by the Treasury Secretary of the TNV Government 
demanding taxes. Exhibi s - 111, 112, 113 and 
1114 are records containing certified copies of the 
FIRs relating to the commission of various offices 
committed by the members of the Association . Ex 
hibit — 12 is the Affidavit worn and field by in wit 
ness No. 3 . Exhibit — 13 is the original of Exhibit 
2 . Exhibit — 4 is the endorsement made by the wit 
ness No. 4 . 


As regards the oral evidence , witness No . 4 is a 
formal witness and the statement of witness No. 3 
is mostly based on records . So far the witness Nos. 
1 and 2 are concerned , apart from the documentary 
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evidence, they stated the facts from which they in 
ferred that the Association committed illegal activi- , 
ties as stated in their statements. The documentary 
evidence and the oral evidence discloses that : - - 


(i) the Association has proclaimed as its ob 

jective the establishment of an “ indepen 
dent Tripura " comprising the State of 
Tripura and continue to maintain the said 
objective of bringing about secession of the 

said Stale from the Union of India ; 
( U ) the Association has, in furtherance of the 

aforesaid objective , been employing its 
members in atacking the Security Forces 

and the Civil Government and killing the 
innocent citizens in tle State of Tripura 
and indulging in acts of looting , intimida 
tion against the civilian population for re 
cruitment of persons and collection of 

funds for its organisation ; 
C ) the Association , to achieve its aforesaid 

objective, has established contacts with 
and secured assistance by way of arms and 

training from foreign countries ; 
iv ) the Association by its violent activities , 

particularly , aimed at killing non - tribals , 
especially in the areas which are predom 
inantly inhabited by tribals and tried to 


crcate ethnic trouble between tribals and 

non - tribals in Tripura ; and 
( v) because of the repeated commission of ille 

gal activities by the Association , which are 
anti -national, subversive and seditious in 
character , the notice was made effective 
from the date of its publication in the 

Official Gazette , i.e . 4 February 1987 . 
For the reasons stated above, it is held that there 
was sufficient cause for declaring the Association to 
be unlawful. Accordingly , I affirm the declaration 
made by the Central Government in its notification 
No. S . O . 54 ( E ) of 4 February 1987 issued by the 
Ministry of Home Affairs , Government of India .
